U.S. involvement in hostilities in Viet- 
nam began much earlier than August 5, 
1964.

machinegun fire— with possibly getting 
killed or wounded — the fighting was just 
I as serious and just as dangerous whether 
the engagement took place on August 4 
or August 5, 1964, or on August 5, 1961. 

, The family of the U.S. soldier killed by 
hostile action in Vietnam on August 4 
can be just as needy as the family of a 
soldier killed the next day. 

The artificial distinction which the 
administration seeks to create between 
events before and after the Gulf of Ton- 
kin incident bears no relationship what- 
soever to the realities of the situation. 
The facts cannot be changed. History 
cannot be rewritten. 


1, 1964, 194 armed service personnel were 
killed in Vietnam; 146 of these were 
killed as a result of hostile action. 

During this period 1,100 servicemen 
were wounded in Vietnam; 15,000 service- 
men have served in Vietnam. ■ 

These men who were injured or killed 
in Vietnam before August 5, 1964, were 
not there of their own volition. They 
were ordered there by their own Govern- 
ment. However, misguided may have 
been the policies of their Government 
in sending them to Vietnam in such an 
equivocal role, they and their families 
should not be forced to bear the burdens 
of their Government's follies. 

The bill I am introducing today is 
identical to S. 16 in providing veterans 
with disability compensation at wartime 
rates, pensions for non-service-con- 
nected disabilities and deaths, allow- 
ances for burial expenses, benefits for 
drugs and therapeutic devices, and auto- 
mobile allowance for seriously disabled 
" veterans. The only change contained 
in the bill I offer from S. 16 is that these
